Price May Rise’ To . 
$200 Per Picul. 


IN DEMAND FOR ARMAMENTS 
{From Our Own Correspondent} 
Canton, To-day. 


‘That the price of tungsten may 
rise to H. K. $200 per picul is the 


‘forecast in commercial circles to- 


day, ns the demand for this min- 
eral exceeds ‘the exclusive supply 
hy tre Nasive Goods Sales Office 
of the Provincial Department of 
Finance. ' : 

The present price is H.K.$140 per 
picul. while two months ago the 
price was only H.K.$90. Tungsten 
is sold to representatives of firms 
in Europe and America in connec- 
lion with the manufacture of arms, 
ammunition, and tunsten lamps. 
All exports are shipped via Hong 
Kong. 

Incressing production of arma- 
ments in Europe and America is the 
cause for the send market here. 
The sale of this ore is a Government 
monopoly conducted by the Native 
{Goods Sales Office which buys the 
mineral from private companies 
operating the tungsten or wolfram 
mines in North Kwangtung and 
South Kiangsi. 

Although the Chinese com- 
panies sell the wolfram to the 
Government at a lower price, 
they are making good profits. 
On account of the increasing 
value in tungsten, there is some 
smuggling of this product from 
North Kwangtung to Canton. In 
consequence, the military here de- 
clares that soldiers found guilty of 
smuggling will be severely punish- 
ed.
